ing heat upstairs in the fall befors 
the furnace is in operation. Circu- 
lation of air is provided by intake 
ducts on either side of thé fireplace.

Writing in The American Maga- 
zine, Captain Craig states that the 
position of the lost ner has been 
located exactly, that a diver has al- 
ready stood on her slime-covered 
hull, and that he feels confident 
that the vast treasure she contains 
will be recovered. 

Incidentally, if the expedition {s 
successful, it is expected to settle 
definitely the long-disputed ques- 
tlon of whether the Lusitania car- 
ried a cargo of munitions for the 
Allies, as claimed by Germany and 
denied by Great Britain. In this 
connection, there is possible signi- 
ficance in Captain Cralg’s atate- 
ment that. before the ship is actu- 
ally entered, the divers must report 
by radio to London for “informa- 
tion of great importance” before 
they proceed. What this informa- 
tion is, the Captain says he does not 
know, 

The expedition will operate from 
the British salvage ship, Orphir, 
eleven miles off the Old Head of 
Kinsale, Ireland, where the Lasi- 
tania went down in fifty-two fath- 
oms of water on May 7, 1915, with 
a loss of 1,198 lives. 

Craig states that he has already 
tested, in 300 feet of water, a light 
rubber diving dress of his own in- 
yention which will permit him and 
his men to explore the secrets of 
the sunken liner and retrieve the 
treasure in her storeroom and 
safes. : 

“Prom the deck of the Orphir,” 
he says, “ we are going down to a 
depth never before conquered by 
men in rubber suits, to seek a pre- 
carious working base on the slimy 
steel hull. Struggling there against 
a two and a half knot current, un- 
der a water weight equivalent to 
154 tons, we expect to blast our way
